U.S. likely to veto 
UN vote on Jerusalem

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. is ex- 
pected to veto any UN Security 
Council resolution on- Jerusalem 
that attempts to Impose economic 
sanctions against Israel, U.S. of- 
ficials said yesterday. 

They predicted that the draft 
language circulated among council 
members yesterday would "cer- 
tainly” quality for an American 


veto — and not merely an absten- 
tion. 

The officials noted that the Arab 
states and their council backers 
might yet modify the draft language 
before a final council vote, now 
scheduled for tomorrow. But the 
Americans made it clear that the 
U.S. was not participating In any ef- 
fort to find .more acceptable 
language.

WASHINGTON. — U.S. autonomy 
talks envoy Sol Unowltz says that 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
would not hesitate, "political year 
or not," to convene another three- 
way summit with Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin and Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat If he felt an 
agreement on autonomy were in 
sight 

In an Interview in today’s Hearst 
newspaper chain, Linowltx said "I 
think that If the president felt that a 
summit conference would he useful 
in reaching agreement, he would 
not turn away from the summit con- 
ference." 

The U.S. envoy, who said that 80 
per cent of the autonomy 
negotiations had already been 
successfully concluded, appealed to 
Begin to Impose at least a tem- 
porary moratorium on new settle- 
ment construction. 

“I would urge him- very strongly, 
as I have in the past, that without 
giving up your alleged right to your 
claim, announce that you are not 


going to put down further 
settlements for whatever period 
you would suggest while we are in 
these negotiations and recognize 
that this will not in any manner hurt 
Israel's position and will certainly 
redound to its credit in the eyes of 
the world,” he said.' 

Linowltz insisted that "a great 
deal more has been ac- 
complished" in the autonomy 
negotiations "than the media has 
been reporting.” 

Sepciflcally, he said agreement 
was tentatively reached to have a 
"ministerial team" discuss Israeli 
security following the July 2-3 
meeting In Washington with the 
Israeli and Egyptian chief 
representatives, Yosef Burg and 
Kamal Haasan AIL 
Lino witz said this ministerial 
committee would clarity the securi- 
ty situations by allowing Israel an 
opportunity “to make known its 
own security requirements” and 
reach agreement on the "proper 
role" for the proposed "strong 
police force of the self-governing 
authority.” 


Police hit north with major drug host

NET ANY A. — Large numbers of 
police took part last night hi the 
largest drug raid ever to be held in

Some 90 detectives sought to 
arrest 35 alleged drug dealers, in- 
cluding a number of soldiers ser- 
ving in the IDF. Evidence had been 
gathered on the basis of drug sales 
the suspects had made. 

The detectives raided three Arab 
villages. Tlra, Ora al-Fabm and 
Fureidis, plus the Jewish towns of 
Or AMva, Hadera, Fardes Hartna, 
Kadima and Netanya. 

Giving final instructions. to the 


police last night, Sharon sub- 
district commander Nltzav-Mlsbne 
Levi Sha'ul said that all the 
suspects had sold to 
agents various quantities of 
and the raid was meant to hit them 
all at once to deter the pedlars and 
instill fear in the underworld. . 

Sha'ul said that up to now, 44 
criminal files had been opened 
against the 38 suspects, and that 
three doses of heroin of the Persian 
coke variety and 03 fingers - of 
hashish had been purchased: "We 
could have bought much more, but 
sufficed with these amounts, 
because In our. opinion they win be 
enough to convict the suspects in 
court," he said. 


Economic cabinet 
cuts budget again

The economic cabinet yesterday 
decided to cut another IS 540m. 
from the budget, ingiwHng an ad- 
ditional IS200m. from the defence 
budget. The decision will come up 
for approval at next Sunday's full 
cabinet meeting. 

More than half of the additional 
reduction of public expenditure — 
lS280m. out of the total — will result 
from a reduction In employment In 
the public sector, including the 
Defence Ministry, by 3 per cent. 
The government will havd to lay off 
some 3,000 employees, and another 
Z.000 will have to be fired in the rest 
of the public sector. 

. The defence budget been 
reduced, outright by anotber 
KlOOm. but the staff reductions im- 
ply another cut of ISlOOm. 

Current expenses of the various 
ministries will be reduced by 
ISllOm. IS40m. will be saved by un- 
ifying the vocational training 
programmes of the Ministries of 
Labour and Education. Another 
3510 m. is to be saved by recalling 
Israeli emissaries from abroad. 

In addition, the economic cabinet 
decided -to examine the possibility 
of cutting IS50m. by efficiency 
measures in the tax administration. 
If implemented, this will bring the 
total of this third round of budget 
cuts to IS590m. 

The budget cuts so far decided 
upon amount to E3l.87b. — lS700m. 
which the cabinet cut last week 
from defence, XS630m. that was 
Slashed from housing, energy, the 
Israel Land Authority and others by 
agreement between the finance 
minister and the other ministers 
concerned, and the I$540m. now 
recommended by the economic 
cabinet. 

Finance Minister Yigael Hur- 
vitz's original demand was for a 
total budget cut of IS2.5b. If the 
government next week approves 
the recommendations adopted 
yesterday, Hurvitz will have ob- 
tained 75 per cent of what he 
wanted. 

Jerusalem economists pointed 
out that much of this latest round of 


cuts is more for appearance’s sake 
than real. Tbus, the recall of 
emissaries from abroad may save 
foreign currency. But unless these 
officials are fired they will have to 
be paid salaries in shekels, so that 
domestic outlays will increase 
rather than fall. . 

Also, the integration of the two 
systems of vocational training will 
take time, and can hardly be ex- 
pected to be carried out this year. 

These sources also said that the 
same thing is true of the proposed 
integration of the various tax 
authorities. The staff reductions in 
the public sector, which account for 
the balk of the recommended 
further cuts, will also take time, 
they noted. 

The economic cabinet was 
scheduled to meet again yesterday 
afternoon to discuss a 100 per cent 
increase in the price of bread, but 
the meeting was cancelled. In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Patt said that the 
finance minister had difficulties in 
persuading the prime minister to 
agree to a reduction in the subsidy 
on bread. 

The subsidy, which is the only 
remaining one on a basic foodstuff, 
now costs the Treasury some 
IS370m. a year. 

Patt added that he and the 
finance minister will nevertheless 
Insist on doubling the price of stan- 
dard bread from ISO. 50 to ISl, and 
that of white bread from IS0.60 to 
ISl. 20 a loaf. The proposed price in- 
creases will save the Treasury 
some IS240m. a year. 

Another meeting that was 
cancelled was that of the 
ministerial committee for wages. 
The meeting was scheduled to Iron 
out differences among the 
ministers with regard to wage 
policy. Some ministers have again 
raised the proposal to pay a 100 per 
cent cost of living allowance, with 
full adjustment of the tax brackets, 
but without any other wage in- 
crease. This would replace the ex- 
isting policy of an 80 per cent cost -of 
living allowance and a straight pay 
hike of 7-11 per cent. 


Defence officials angry 
over new budget cut

Defence establishment circles 
were furious yesterday over the 
economic cabinet’s decision to slice 
another 35200m. from this year’s 
defence budget, including about 
ISlOOm. to trim Defence Ministry 
personnel by 3 per cent ■ 

Speaking to The Jerusalem Post 
last night defence officials said that 
this was a "dishonest” attempt to 
circumvent the cabinet’s decision of 
last Thursday that the budget be 
trimmed by ISTOOm., and not the 
ISl. 5b. Finance Minister Yigael 
Hurvitz was asking for. 

The 13700m. figure was arrived at 
after a mammoth debate between 
the defence establishment and the 
Treasury, and the intervention of a 
special committee under 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon. 
Defence officials have no Intention 
of tampering with that figure, now. 

"Though no specific promise was 
made to us by the premier and the 
cabinet on Thursday that no more 
cuts would be made, It was implicit- 
ly understood that this was the 
case," one official told The Poet 
“We (the IDF) just yesterday 
submitted our final recommen- 
dations on the ISTOOm. figure for ap- 
proval to the Defence Minister 
(Premier Menahem Begin) and 
now we have to start all over again. 
How can one plan under these con- 
ditions,” a senior officer said. 

"Furthermore," he continued, 
“there is nowhere left to cut from, 
there is already a lot of fiction in- 
volved in the original ISTOOm., and I 
think we have reached the outer 
level of our inventiveness," be said. 

Begin yesterday Issued a direc- 
tive forbidding defence officials 
from reacting to the economic 
cabinet’s decision and the official 
comment from defence spokesmen 
last night was “no comment.” 
However, there is serous- resent- 
ment at the highest levels of both 
the defence bureaucracy and the 
military, and it la the Intention of 
both to fight the decision in the 
cabinet on Sunday. 

“The problem Ilea with the fact 


that we have no full-time defence 
minister to present our case. Chief 
of Staff Rafael El tan is restricted In 
how far he can go in pushing a 
point,” a ministry source said last 
night, "without being accused of 
military intervention in the 
democratic process. 

“This is a transparent attempt to 
impose the dictates of Ariel Sharon 
(who recommended a ISl. 25b. cut) 
through the hack door, and go 
against a long-weighed decision on 
the issue by the cabinet,” the source 
concluded.

Prime Minister Menahem 
Be gin's coalition will face Its 
biggest challenge yet next week 
when Shai’s Amnon Rubinstein 
will present a private bill to dis- 
solve the Knesset and hold 
elections. 

Shai was persuaded yesterday by 
the Alignment to postpone its bill 
from today to next week, with 
Labour leader Shimon Peres 
promising to mobilize as many 
votes as possible by then. Peres 
flew to Canada yesterday for a two- 
day speaking mission. 

But when the Shai bill comes up 
next week, the coalition will 
probably manage to vote it down by 
a slim margin of two or three votes. 

Democratic Movement leader 
Deputy Prime Minister Yigael 
Yadin told reporters yesterday that 
the exit of two MKs from his faction 
would not prevent the DM’s four 
remaining members from staying 
Inside the coalition and holding on 
to Its three cabinet seats. 

The National Religious Party’s 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg, who 
was due to fiy to Washington next 
week to prepare the next round of 
autonomy talks, reportedly decided 
last night to remain in Jerusalem 
instead because of the threat to the 
coalition posed by the Shai bill. 

Burg said yesterday that even 
though the coalition was in a 
shakier situation than ever before, 
he “would not be the one to deal the 
coup de grace.” 

The comment to reporters in the 
Knesset lobby reflected a feeling in 
his 12 -man coalition faction that the 
exit of two former DM members, 
which brought the coalition majori- 
ty down to 63, did not necessarily 
mean the government would fall 
soon. 

Labour and Shai MKs yesterday 
started lobbying for support of 
nominal coalition members who 


the U.S., Weizman also reiterated 
his support of an early vote. 

Disgruntled Llkudman Hillel 
Seidel, sole member of the Ahdut 
wing, told Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin at a meeting 
yesterday that although he wanted 
to sever his ties with the Likud, he 
would continue to give the coalition 
his support on issues involving the 
future of, the government. "I am 
• with the ' Likud on foreign and 
security policy." he said, "and I 
shall not help anybody bring your 
government down.” 

Begin tried to convince Seidel to 
change his mind and assured him 
that he would take an Intense per- 
sonal interest in the management of 
the Likud from now on. The 
premier said an election head- 
quarters would soon be formed, and 
hence this was the time to show 
solidarity ^ not split up. 

One source inside the Likud said 
that Seidel might perhaps have 
been hoping to elicit a promise from 
Begin that he receive a high enough 
position on the next election list, to 
guarantee a reasonable chance of 
returning in the Tenth Knesset. 

Another reputedly weak link in 
the Likud, Amnon Linn (La’am), 
told The Jerusalem Poet that he 
would not vote for a bill to dissolve 
the Knesset If it came up in the near 
future. Linn said he was on good 
terms with all wings of the Likud 
and did not feel discriminated 
against. 

The third weak link, Yitzhak 
Yitzhak! (formerly Shlomzlon) said 
he had no plans at this point to vote 
for a bill dissolving the Knesset. 
Yitzhak! said that he was still busy, 
in the House Committee trying to 
establish his status as an indepen- 
dent faction, and that was more Im- 
portant. He said he still had impor- 
tant legislation of a social 
character to push through. 

Another MK who will be the ob- 
ject of intensive lobbying will be 
Poale Agudat Yisrael’s Kalman

Two hooded men burst into the 
Tavern, Shulman's five-year-old 
bar and "second home” tor scores 
of Jerusalemites, just after 1 a.m. 
yesterday morning. 

“They shouted in Hebrew “Ibis Is 
a robbery. Give us the money’," 
said Shulman’s oldest son, Danny, 
24 , who was in the pub at the time. 

"My father didn’t know the word 
for rpbbery in Hebrew. He got off 


the stool he was sitting on and took 
a few steps towards them. Then one 
of them shot at him and the other 
'shot above our heads,-’’ said 
Shulman’s son. "He didn't even get 
a chance to say anything.'.' 

A- police source said {hat they 
don't believe -rumours that 
Shul man may have been the victim 
of a gangland killing. Police, as 
well as Danny and two, other 


eyewitnesses to the slaying, said 
that the two would-be robbers 
"were punks, they panicked."

Zionist leaders attack 
aliya amendment

A constitutional amendment re- 
quiring Diaspora Zionist leaders to 
come on aliya, which was accepted 
by the Zionist Congress in 1978, has 
been effectively burled by the 
Zionist . General Council on the 
grounds that Its "language was un- 
clear." 

Kalman Sultanik, a co-chairman 
of the World Confederation of 
United Zionists, demanded in the 
ZGCs constitution committee this 
week that no action be taken on the 
amendment “until it Is determined 
exactly whom It had In mind." The 
amendment, as accepted by the 
29th Zionist Congress, would re- 
quire Zionist leaders to resign after 
two terms in office unless they 
came on ailya. 

(Sultanik, a former Israeli, has 
been living in the UA. fax 20 years. 
He asserted on TV recently that he 
spends “half of his time in Israel" 
and lives abroad the rest of the time 
in order to encourage people to 
come on aliya.) 

The amendment was referred to 
the constitution committee for 
study. It can now be brought to the 
170-delegate plenum of the ZGC.

Angry MKs accuse Kollek 
of libelling prime minister

Deputy Minister Yoram Aridor 
yesterday characterized as "a 
blood libel" the statement by 
Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek on 
television in San Francisco that 
Prime Minister Begin was respon- 
sible “philosophically" for Jewish 
violence against Arabs on the West 
Bank. 

Replying to motions far the agen- 
da on Kollek’s remark presented by 
Rabbi Haim Drue km an (National 
Religious Party) and Avrah&m 
Sharir (Likud-Ldberals) , Aridor 
said that Kollek had thereby dis- 
qualified himself for the poet of 
mayor of Jerusalem. 

The motions were referred to the 
Foreign Affairs and Security Com- 
mittee — Druckman's by a vote of 
39-39, and Sharir’s by a vote of 40- 
39. Although NRP doves Avraham 


Melamed and David Glass were in 
the Knesset building at the time, 
they stayed away from the 
chamber. 

Aridor said that Kollek should 
have told the TV Interviewer the 
truth: that the prime minister was 
not responsible in any way for the 
bomb attacks on the West Bank 
mayors, and that an Investigation 
was in progress to identity the 
perpetrators. 

Druckman called for an end to 
acts of incitement against those 
"whose only sin Is their love for 
Eretz Yisrael and the desire to set- 
tle it with pioneering devotion." 

Sharir said that Kollek had 
provided ammunition to the haters 
of Israel. They would quickly forget 
the word “philosophically” and 
quote Kollek as having accused the 
prime minister for acta of 
terrorism in the territories. 


UK chief rabbi denies he 
advocated Palestinian state

LONDON. — British Chief Rabbi 
Immanuel Jakobovlts has 
categorically denied remarks at- 
tributed to him in the Egyptian 
newspaper "A1 Ah ram," which . 
claims that he called for the es- 
tablishment of a Palestinian state. . 
with tta capital in East Jerusalem. 

A statement Issued by his office 
yesterday said: “The remarks at- 
tributed to him were incorrect and 
misrepresented views he expressed 
in a private conversation." 

The conversation took place in 
London some five weeks ago with 
Mohammed Ahmed from **A1 
Abram” who had asked to meet Dr. 
Jakobovlts. 

The rabbi's office said he did not 
advocate a Palestinian state nor did 
he suggest that the sovereignty of 


Jerusalem could be given up. hi 
fact, he pointed out the many con- 
cessions that Israel had made for 
peace and suggested that it was 
time for the Arabs to make some 
concessions, the statement said. 

Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Salomon 
Goren said that reports of 
Jakobovlts' .remarks are “a knife 
stuck in the back of the Jewish 
people." Goren said that the 
statements give aid to “murderers 
known as the PLO." He also said 
that all the world's rabbis and Jews 
from Britain should rebuke 
Jakobovlts and his statements. 

According to Israel Radio, 
Goren 'a office Insisted on putting 
out this statement although In- 
formed of Jakobovlts’ denial. 

Jakobovlts was earlier this year 
the subject of controversy over 
remarks about the Palestinians.

Police think Or on Yarden

Tiomkln refused to comment on 
the events that occurred after mid- 
night on the night when Oron'a 
father, Amos Yarden, placed the 
IS2 00,000 ransom In a barrel near 
Neve Ne’eraan. 

He said that information will re- 
main classified for now. because 


certain details known to the police 
following that night's events might 
hamper the Investigation If they 
became known. 

Commenting on the voice of the 
kidnapper, .which was recorded 
when be spoke to the Yarden fami- 
ly, Tiomkln said he believed that 
someone in Israel must know the 
person to whom the voice belongs. 
He urged the electronic media to 
once again broadcast the voice. 

Asked if police still believe that 
the main suspect they are holding is 
the kidnapper, Tiomkln said that 
optimism concerning that suspect 
has been somewhat shaken. But 
Tiomkln said the suspect would not 
be released until it was certain that 
he was not Involved in the affair.

ILO passes anti-settiement resolution 


GENEVA (AP). — In its first-ever 
secret ballot, the International 
Labour Organization yesterday 
adopted a Jordanian resolution 
calling on Israel to Immediately 
stop the establishment of Jewish 
settlements in "Palestine and the 
other occupied Arab territories, 
and to dismantle the existing 
settlements." 

The vote was 249-15 with 165 
abstentions. 

The crucial ballot at the ILO's an- 
nual conference of 142 nations came 
after protracted procedural 
wrangling and western objections 
that the issue was not within the 
competence of the 62-year-old 
organization. 

The resolution, amended ,11 
-times, “strongly deplores" the 
creation of settlements "since June 
1967" and expresses concern about 
"their economic and social conse- 
quences . which seriously 
affect. ..the Arab labour force," 

It asks all states “not to provide 
Israel with any assistance to be 
used specifically in connection" 
with the settlements.

Second prize of IS600 went to Ben- 
zion Bassli, a foreman in the gar- 
dening department who volunteers 
two days a week to work In the field 
as a gardener. 

There are 6,300 municipal 
employes, of whom 1,200 are Arab.

TEL AVIV. — Health Minister 
Eliezer Shostak said yesterday that 
the proposed national health In- 
surance law, which will soon be dis- 
cussed by the cabinet prior to its 
submission to the Knesset, will shift 
the responsibility for medical in- 
surance from the Individual to the 
state, thus ensuring that every per- 
son in need of medical help receives 
it. 

"It is something like compulsory 
education," he told a press con- 
ference, pointing out that in the 
vital field of health, nobody had 
thought of allowing each individual 
the opportunity to decide on the 
issue. 

The bill will also ensure that ser- 
vices are standardized, with un- 
iform treatment for every in- 
dividual. - 

Today, the various sick funds 
deliver different standards of 
medical help, and their main ser- 
vices are concentrated in the urban 
areas, to the neglect of outlying dis- 
tricts. , • 

The present system, even if it 
were not segmented, could not 
possibly raise sufficient funds to 
deliver services, since their costs 
are steadily rising, Shostak said. 
"At present, the sick funds cover 
only about 25 per cent of their ex- 
penditures; the rest must come 
from other sources, mainly the 
authorities.”

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Soviets see basis laid 


for dialogue with U.S. 


MOSCOW. — The withdrawal of 1 Q,- 
000 Soviet troops from Afghanistan 
'should be the basis for “serious and 
constructive dialogue,” apparently 
with the U.S., a leading Tass com- 
mentator, said yesterday. 


Yuri Kornilov criticized U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter for Ms 
light treatment of the announce- 
ment on Sunday that Moscow was 
pulling out troops and tanks not 
needed In Afg h a n istan six months 
after the initial Soviet invasion. The 
Tass article confirmed the opinion 
of a well-connected source that 
Soviet policymakers Intended the 
withdrawal to be taken by Western 
leaders as a first step toward 
negotiations on a political settle- 
ment of the Afghan issue. 

It also represented an apparent 
invitation to the U.S. to take a 
direct role in the process. A 


previous peace feeler put out by the 
Afghan government last month was 
directed at neighbouring Iran and 
Pakistan. 

In Washington, a spokesman for 
the Defence Department said that 
“we have no independent confir- 
mation 7 of any Soviet troop 
withdrawal from Afghanistan. 

Thomas Ross, the Pentagon 
spokesman, said there has been “no 
physical observation" that would 
verify Soviet claims of a 
withdrawal of a division along with 
108 tanks. 

Declining to assess ..the. 
significance, if any, of a partial 
Soviet withdrawal, Robs told a 
briefing, “we'll just have to see 
what it means." He suggested the 
possibility the Russians could be 
rotating units or. perhaps changing 
the composition of their force in'

Afghanistan tops NATO meet’s agenda 



Detente, reciprocal. Carter 
tells Yugoslav leaders 


ANKARA (Reuter). — The spring 
session of NATO’s ministerial 
meeting, starting here today, will 
be taking a fresh look at the 
prospects for detente in the light of 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, 
diplomatic sources said. 

U.S. Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskie and foreign ministers from 
the 14 other member states of the 
alliance will discuss the 


Afghanistan crisis, the Iranian 
stalemate and East-West relations 
in general. 

Muskie arrived here yesterday 
and met with Prime Minister 
Suleiman Demirel. 

Emerging from the session, 
Muskie told reporters: "All parties 
desire the re-integration of Greece 
Into the NATO military wing... now 
.details have to be worked out.”

BELGRADE. — President Jimmy 
Carter yesterday* assured 
Yugoslavia's fledgling collective . 
government of American support 
but he also stressed that East-West 
detente must be reciprocal and bas- 
ed on “mutual restraint” and the 
respect of certain basic principles. 

Carter, the first world leader to 
pay a state visit to this nation since 
the funeral of President Joaip Bros 
Tito last month, paid homage at 
Tito's tomb before spending more 
than two hours in official talks with 
the Yugoslav leadership. 

A joint statement issued after 
Carter's talks with President Cvi- 
jetln Mijatovlc said the .topics in- 
cluded East-West relations, the 
Soviet military intervention In 
Afghanistan, Iran, the Middle East 
and international economic 
problems. 

Carter told MQj&tovlc that he was 
aware of Yugoslavia's efforts to 
further East-West detente and that 
the U.S. had a similar goal. 

"But detente must be based on 


reciprocity,” be said. “It must be 
based on mutual restraint. It must 
be based on respect for the prin- 
ciples of sovereignty, territorial In- 
tegrity and non-interference In the 
aff airs of other nations.” 

Carter is scheduled to fly to 
(Madrid today, where Spain's posal 
ble entry into NATO is expected to 
dominate his talks with Spanish 
leaders. ' • 

Basque separatists' threatened to 
distract attention from Garter's 
visit, however, by announcing they 
would resume a bombing campaign 
against the government and 
tourism on the eve of Carter's 
arrival. 

The separatists targeted a tourist 
■area some 500 kins, from the 
Spanish capital in Alicante 
Province and said the bombs 
already were in place. A ‘ similar 
campaign last year took seven 
lives. 

Special police units, frogmen and 
explosive -experts are combing the 
beaches in an effort to find, the 
bombs.

S. Africa car firms offer 


workers a big pay hike 


JOHANNESBURG (UPI). — Black 
auto workers scored a major vic- 
tory after a day of tense 
negotiations with major foreign- 
own ed auto manufacturers yester- 
day, heading off a potentially 
violent situation In the country's In- 
dustrial heartland. 

. But In Bloemfontein, a mob of 
black youths attacked a black 
; policeman, pouring gasoline over 
him and turning him info a human 
torch before beating him with 
sticks and rocks. He was attacked 
after he had approached a home 
where hundreds of mourners 
gathered to pay their last respects 
to a victim of last week's savage 
riots, which left 82 people dead and 
171 injured, by official police 
counts. 

Police said that the situation was 
quiet and that the Incident was an 
isolated one. 

The announcement by union and 
management officials was greeted 
with jubilation in the black 
townships near the eastern Cape in- 
dustrial cities of Port Elisabeth and 
Uftenhage, where last week police 
fired on marching strikers with 
shotguns, wounding one person.' 

Union officials said the package, 


which equals a 20 per cent hike in 
wage scales, must first be put to the 
workers before final agreement is 
reached. But that was expected to 
be a formality. 

Company officials said produc- 
tion in the industry would be back to 
normal within a few days. 


. The agreement was reached 
between representatives of 
Volkswagen, Ford, General 
Motors, several locally owned con- 
cerns and the two unions, which 
represent the bulk of the 10,000 
black strikers who had downed 
tools late last week. 


Only American-run Goodyear 
Tire Co. refused to enter into the 
.agreement. Company officials said 
they would continue to negotiate 
with workers but warned the 1,000 
strikers that they must return to 
work or face dismissal during the 
negotiation period. 


NEW DELHI (AP). — Sanjay 
Gandhi, the late son and heir- 
apparent of Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi, made his last journey 
through slogan-chanting crowds 
last night to a tumultuous crema- 
tion witnessed by his mother and 
more than 100,000 mourners. 

The body of the 88-year-old 
Gandhi, killed in a stunt plane 
crash on Monday, was burned on a 
pyre on the bank of the Jamuna 
river near the cremation sites of In- 
dia's. foremost national heroes — 
J&waharlal Nehru, the first prime 
minister who was Sanjay’s grand- 
father. and Mohandas (Mahatma) 
Gandhi, the father of the nation. 
The Gandhis were not related. 

Indira Gandhi, dressed in white, 
the Hindu mourning colour, sat ex- 
pressionless before the pyre as 
flames more than a metre high con- 
sumed the battered body of her son. 

Paramilitary border security un- 


its in battle dress with automatic 
weapons were posted along the 
procession route and at the crema- 
tion. 

Gandhi's body was followed in the 
cortege by his mother and her 
daughters-in-law in a closed jeep, 
and other relatives, government 
ministers and dignitaries In cars 
and buses. Chanting youthful ad- 
mirers. of the dead politician trotted 
alongside and behind, 
with police. People along the route, 
some on trees or rooftops-, tossed 
flowers and garlands at the body, 
covered with the flag of the 
Gandhis' Congress Party.. 

In Madras, former Indian presi- 
dent V.V. Girl died yesterday m his 
sleep', his grandson Amarnath Girl 
reported. Girl, 85, was . a labour 
leader who was elected bead of 
state of India in 1969 after narrowly 
defeating then-president Neflam 
Sanjiva Reddy.

Cyprus leader blasts U.S., Europe 


ATHENS (AP). — Cypriot Presi- 
dent Spyros Kyprianou accused the 
U.S. and Western Europe yesterday 
of falling to exert sufficient 
pressure on Turkey to solve the 
longstanding Cyprus problem. 

The Greek-Cypriot leader Is on an 
official four-day visit to Athens.

125 injured in Park Avenne fire 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — Glass 
crashed down into Park Avenue 
when fire burst the windows on the 
20th floor of a 42-storey skyscraper 
office block on Monday night. About 
125 people were injured,, most of 
them firemen treated for smoke In- 
halation, and 16 people were 
trapped in the building for over an 
hour before they could be led to 
safety. 

The fire held up approval by 
Treasury officials in Washington of 
a 81.5b. government-backed loan to 


save the giant Chrysler Corporation 
from bankruptcy. The Chrysler loan 
documents, which must be verified 
before final approval of the loan, 
were held in the office of the car 
firm's lawyer on the 83rd floor of the 
skyscraper. 

The loan was approved later 
yesterday.

Relations have been Improving 
steadily since then, with both sides 
expressing a keenness to promote 
good ties.

NORMALLY, 38-year-old Dorit En- 
dor is a well-composed and un- 
flustered soul, but when she con- 
sulted me one day last month, she 
was uncharacteristically agitated 
and didn't waste any time revealing 
the reason., for her visit. The 
previous day she had noticed some 
bleeding from her right nipple and. 
she confessed, she hadn’t been able 
to sleep all night for worrying about 

I could see that she indeed feared 
that something very nasty might be 
the matter, and. before examining 
her I had great difficulty per- 
suading her that the grounds for her 
panic were probably unfounded. 
Eventually. I did carry out a 
thorough examination to see If I 
could detect anything in the breasts 
which shouldn't have been there, 
but thankfully there were no lumps 
or any other suspicious findings. 
But to complete the examination, I 
pressed firmly at various points 
around the right nipple, and at one 
particular spot this caused several 
drops of blood to be expressed, just 
as Dorit had been telling me. 

“There you are," she said, seeing 
what had happened. ‘‘It is 
something serious, isn't it?" 

"Well," I began, "bleeding like 
this is certainly something which 
should never be ignored, but I 
wonder if you noticed that it was 
only when I pressed at one par-, 
ticular point around the nipple that 
the bleeding appeared. The nipple i 
is of course the ’summit’ of all the. 
ducts which convey milk to the. 
baby at the breast duripg lactation. 

"What happened just now 
suggests to me that the cause of the 
bleeding is something within the ac- 
tual duct over which I was pressing, 
and not within the breast tissue 
proper. At your age, the most com- 
mon explanation for this is a little 
frond of friable tissue growing out 
from the wall of the duct called a 
papilloma. 

"If this Is the case," I continued, 
"the best thing to do is to remove it 
with the duct to prevent any further 
bleeding. Although such a 
papilloma may eventually turn na

ty if left for a long time, at this 
relatively early stage it's a simple 
little growth, and easily dealt with. 
I'm going to refer you to a surgical 
colleague of mine and he'll advise 
about the most appropriate treat- 
ment. I think he'll recommend 
removal.” 

BLEEDING or a blood-stained dis- 
charge from a nipple must always 
be taken seriously. Although the 
cause is usly a simple one affecting 
some part of the duct system, as 
with Dorit, or a local one such as an 
injury to the nipple Itself, it must 
always be investigated to rule out 
something more sinister. 

For example, such discharge 
may occasionally be an early sign 
of breast cancer, and as such may 
permit treatment to be instituted at 
a correspondingly- early stage, 
before extensive spread- 

other types of nipple discharge 
may also occur from time to time. 
In one condition, still usually known 
popularly by its now obsolete 
medical name of chronic mastitis, 
the area around the nipple may 
have a knotty feeling. This is often 
associated with a discharge of a 
dark or creamy material. 

In practice it Is quite a common 
condition, particularly in women 
over the age of 30, hut it is absolute- 
ly nothing to worry about. A milky 
discharge sometimes follows lacta- 


tion, but this usually clears up of Its 
own Accord unless an actual milk 
cyst has formed,, something beat 
dealt with surgically. 

All in all since an unexplained or 
sudden nipple discharge of any sort 
can often make a woman feel un- 
easy or Apprehensive, It Is always 
wise for her to consult her doctor 
about it, if only for reassurance that 
there is nothing to worry about. ' 

My surgical colleague . agreed 
with my diagnosis of Dorlt's trouble 
and decided It would be best to ex- 
cise the area of the breast in ques- 
tion. Dorit was in the hospital for 
two days, and last week she c&rae.to 
see me for a post-operative check- 
up. She was feeling fine, back to her 
old composed self, and I could 
scarcely make out the operation 
scar. so. neatly had the excision 
been carried out. 

I was pleased to be able to tell.her 
that the pathology report on the ex- 
cised tissue had indicated a small 
papilloma, which had been com- 
pletely removed. 

FOLLOWING my recent article on 
Inhaled foreign bodies, several 
readers have written to ask me 
about the Heimlich manoeuvre for 
first-aid treatment of thin condition. 
This manoeuvre, so called alter the 
American doctor who first describ- 
ed it. consists of a quick upward 
thrust on the diaphragm by press- 
ing inwards and upwards on the top 
of the abdomen, usually from 
behind. 

The exact place of the Heimlich 
manoeuvre In the hierarchy of first- 
aid treatment in choking situations 
is not universally accepted by all 
authorities, but there Is no doubt 
that in certain circumstances, it 
can certainly be used as a valuable 
adjunct to the other methods I men- 
tioned in the article. 

Again I .would suggest that 
anyone interested in the subject 
and. wishing to learn more should 
enrol in one of the many excellent 
first-aid courses run by Magen 
David Adorn and other bodies 
throughout the country. 


JEWISH SUNDAY and afternoon 
schooling do not produce a lasting 
involvement or interest in things 
Jewish, according to Dr. Harold 
Himmelfarb, a Jewish educator 
from America. 

Speaking on the first day of the 
Hebrew University’s three-day con- 
ference on Jewish Education in the 
Diaspora, Himmelfarb told the 
gathered academics and educators 
— who included 14 Jewish educa- 
tion experts from the U.S. — that in 
many cases Sunday schooling dur- 
ing childhood had Induced in adults 
a deep desire to get away from 
Jewishness. Too much Sunday 
school, he said, can be counter- 
productive. 

And this type of extra-curricular 
Jewish schooling cannot compen- 
sate for an irreligious, non- 
traditional Jewish home 
background, argued Himmelfarb. 

: On the other band, Hebrew and 
Jiwlstftiay schools Induce “real in- 
volvement." ..in Jewish things at 
variouif*t0vels of activity and cogni- 
tion. Himmelfarb noted that a large 
number of day-school system 
graduates eventually move to 
Israel and many others, as adults, 
express a definite Ideological com- 
mitment to Israel and/or to their 
Jewishness. 

Conference chairman Dr. Barry 
Chazan, of the Hebrew University, 
told The Jerusalem Post that about 
350.000 Jewish youngsters in the 
U.S. currently receive "some sort 
of Jewish and/or Hebrew” educa- 
tion. But he said that only some 20 
per cent of these attend day 
schools. The proportion of those go- 
ing to day schools out of the total '

"enjoying some sort of Jewish 
education'* Is much higher in 
Australia, Mexico and elsewhere in 
Latin America, said Chazan. 

THE AIMS of the conference, he 
sold, were to analyse Borne recent 
doctoral dissertations on Jewish 
education and to seek ways of Im- 


proving Jewish education In the 
diaspora. 

' Chazan noted that there was a 
continuing- argument between those 
who believe that a great number of 
hours of schooling were necessary 
to leave a lasting impact on the 
pupils and those who believe that 
the. quality and methodology of 
what was being taught were 
paramount. 

Dr. Geoffrey Bock, of the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, told the conference 
that Jewish schooling had a much 
greater effect on the pupils ' later 
public expression of Jewish Identity 
than on personal expressions of 
Jewishness in their homes. 

Bock argued that "roughly 1,000 
hours of Jewish instruction are 
necessary before schooling begins 
to substantially affect Jewish iden- 
tification". (Tbis_ would mean 1.5 
years of day scHodTor 8.3 years 'of " 
"supplemented -nctooofling' v three** 
hours a week.) 

- He further. -jutgued th-at a 
"plateau" is reached at between 4,- 
000 and 8,000 hoOrs. 

American Jewish educator Dr. 
Isaac Goodman argued that “in- 
creasing amount of Jewish educa- 
tion is related to increased 
Orthodox religious attitudes" in 
later life. But Goodman also found 
“no significant difference in at- 
titudes" between "elementary day- 
school graduates and graduates of 
yeshiva high schools” who, in later 
life, discontinue their studies. 

The conference was the second on 
Jewish education in the diaspora to 
be held at Mount Scopus. The first 
was in 1947.

THE CONDUCTOR did his best to 
make this final subscription con- 
cert of the season as dynamic, alive 
and as exciting as possible. He 
succeeded only partly. 

The VEuryanthe" overture was 
presented in solid, classical form, 
and although the immense drive 
and orchestral brilliance provided 
excitement, It totally lacked 
romantic feeling. 

Similarly with Beethoven's 
"Fifth." The first movement was 
rushed, and although, there was 
again tremendous drive and 
orchestral brilliance, a conspicuous 
measure of mec h anical approach 
was clearly evident The slow se- 
cond movement lacked real depth, 
and the third bore little relationship 
to the mystery and oppressiveness 
one expected. The finale, like the 
first movement, contained im- 
mense force, and apart from some' 
strange occurrences in the violins 
and brass, It was a sweeping tour de 
force, tremendously impressive in 
its compactness ' and irresistible 
forward motion towards the end. 

But Skrowacsewski never achiev- 
ed real depth of feeling. Even the

triumphal finale seemed to be en- 
tirely dependent on the conductor's 
technical confidence. 

Harrell, on the other hand, is a 
warm human being, close to the in- 
trinsic meaning of the music and 
very close to the audience. 

While Skrowacsewski kept a dis- 
tance, Harrell created an Instant 
rapport. He struggled through the 
very long and often dangerously 
tedious Prokofiev Concertante with 
the best of intentions and total iden- 
tification. Nevertheless, Prokofiev 
often rambled hopelessly. 

In these passages, even Harrell's 
artistry was of little help. -But 
besides Prokofiev's many pages of 
professional skill rather than in- 
spiration, there were many others 
in which Harrell could demonstrate 
his arresting style. •

THROUGH the overlapping of two 
musical events, I could attend only 
the second half of the orchestral 
programme, but I am. glad that I 
did sa as the Israel Slnfonletta is 
always pleasing. It is regrettable 
that our Jerusalem audience Is not 
yet alive to the fact that this ensem- 
ble is of such a good standard of 
performance that it Is definitely 
worth listening to; a pity there were 
so many empty seats in the hall. 

The Mozart Concerto, unique in 
its flute-harp combination, is not in- 
genious, but it is pleasant enough to 
he enjoyed. The two soloists, 
Melody Gross (flute) and Irena 
Kaganovsky (harp), were fully up 
to the demands of their parts. Both 
seemed highly nervous — for no ap- 
parent reasons, as both' have 
proven their worth previously — 
and they surely were not helped by 
the conductor's obvious dis- 
pleasure. This is not the audience's 
fault, and the presentation of a good 
piece of music should not suffer 
through such lack of self-control by 
the conductor. 

On the other hand, the rendition 
of Debussy's deliciously light and 
graceful Little Suite — so in- 
geniously orchestrated by Henri 
Busser — showed Mendi Rodan and 
his Slnfonletta in excellent form.

Breakthroughs with palm oil 
and algae for food processing

TEL AVTV. — It takes 18 months to 
build a regular-size In an apart- 
ment house In the U.S.; It takes 
three years — twice as long — to 
build the Identical flat in Israel. 

Philip C. Smaby has come here to 
help reduce this huge gup. He is the 
president of FTABCI (Federation of 
International Associations of Real 
Estate Brokers; the original name 
is In French, so the initials don’t 
match 1 , an organization which has 
member groups in 39 countries. 

Smaby believes that one reason 
for the slow building in Israel — he 
has been briefed by David 
Biumberg, head of the local 
FIABCI group — is that in this 
country FIABCI consists only of 
real estate brokers. 

"In other countries It Includes 
many allied vocations, like land ap- 
praisers, architects, engineers, and 
others closely connected with the 
building trades: Thus, since in 
many countries construction ac- 
counts for about one-third of the 
GNP, we have considerable clout. 
We can lobby for better and more 
efficient laws," he said. 

Biumberg Is now trying to get the 
relevant other local organizations 
to join FIABCI, which at present In- 
cludes only the real estate brokers 
and the land assessors, but not the 
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contractors or engineers. 

Biumberg, who w as unsuc cessful 
In lobbying at the last FIABCI con- 
gress to bring the next congress, 
here, did however manage to invite 
the group's board to hold its next 
executive meeting here In 
December 1981. This will be the 
first time in the past 31 years that 
the board has held Its meeting out- 
side of Paris. 

As for the congress, It will be held 
In Indonesia in 1983, and Israelis 
will be allowed to attend. (The con- 
gress was held In Israel In 1984.) 


British jobless 6.9% of workforce 


LONDON (Reuter). — Unemploy- 
ment in Britain reached a new peak 
this month, with 1,584,000 people, or 
6.3 per cent of the adult workforce, 
out of work, according to govern- 
ment figures published this week. 

Total unemployment, including 
fresh school-leavers and not 
seasonally adjusted, rose 150,485 in 
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June, to a new post-war peak of 1 ,- 
659,676, or 6.9 per cent of the 
workforce. 

This la the ninth month in succes- 
sion that the unemployment figure 
has risen and It Is expected to go up 
further next month when more 
school-leavers join the list.

EILAT. — Two processes, which 
may have a tremendous Impact on 
the food processing industry 
throughout much of the world, are 
now moving out of the theoretical 
into the practical stage, according 
to Biny&mln Glbley, head of the 
Boor foods division. 

The first process Is turning palm 
tree oil, which is generally asolld at 
room temperatures, into a liquid. 
The second is producing carotene 
and glycerol from a one-cell alga, 
called “Dunnaliella sallna." The 
process leaves a residue which con- 
sists of. 85 per cent protein and 
which can be used as a rich food for 
animals. 

Gibley notes .that palm trees, 
which flourish in tropical areas, are 
being planted in great numbers In 
Brazil, East Asia and West Africa. 
Until now, since the oil derived 
from them solidified at room 
temperatures, it was used only as a 
base for soaps and margarines. 

About XLiQOm. has been poured 
into building and equipping the oil 
processing plants here, and another 
IL20jxl will be needed to Iron out 
production kinks. The plant 
produces an oil which Is only one? 
third solid, and which can be used 
to make soap and margarine. The 
other two-thirds, however, are li- 
quid, allowing the oil to be used for 
cooking. 

Palm oil in the solid state Is 
generally about $80 to $100 a ton 
cheaper than soya oil, and the li- 
quid palm oil should also be 
cheaper than soya. The liquid palm 
oil has the same high nutrition 
value as peanut oil. 

When the plant moves Into full 
production, it should manufacture 


.about 12,500 tons of the liquid off a 
' year, bringing in about $9. 5m. 

However, the main purpose is not 
to manufacture oil for Israelis, or 
for others, but to "export" com- 
plete palm oil factories to countries 
which have palm trees. 

So far, Koor (which bought out 
Etz Hazayith and its H.S.L. ofl 
manufacturing process) has built 
extraction plants for other types of 
oils in Thailand, Greece and 
Cyprus. It is now building similar 
plants (not for palm oil) in Greece, 
Guatemala and the Philippines. 

The algae plant is based on the 
discovery eight years ago at the 
Weizmann Institute of Science that 
an alga could grow in water of 
high salinity, needing only hot 
sunshine (plentiful in Eilat) and 
salt water (also plentiful) and some 
other minerals. 

Carotene now sells for about $750 
a kilogram, glycerol for about $1.50 
a kilogram. 

From 200 kilograms of algae the 
process produces 12 kilograms of 
carotene, which is used to give 
margarine that * 'butter-like" 
colour. It also produces 70 
■ kilograms of glycerol, which is used 
.to moisten tobacco so It does mot dry 
up and become brittle before it is 
used and poisons the smoker. 

At present only one kilogram of 
algae a day is produced at the pilot 
plant- Plans are underway to build 
ponds covering 14 dunams, which 
will result in the production of 200 
kilograms a day. 

Glbley noted that several, foreign 
companies .have shown con- 
siderable Interest in' both 
processes. Both have received 
some financial support from Prof. 
Arieh La vie. chief scientist of the 
Ministry of Industry, Trade and 
Tourism.

End of Vaduz tax haven? 



VADUZ, Liechtenstein (Reuter). — 
After years of pressure by 
auspicious foreign monetary and 
tax authorities, a revised law 
tightening official controls over 
Liechtenstein's thousands of finan- 
cial trusts and institutes went into 
force last week. 

Much of the business done 
through this tiny principality 
situated between Switzerland and 
Austria, will from now on be sub- 
ject to audit and must be entered in 
the public register. 

Up to now one of the main attrac- 
tions of channelling funds through 
Liechtenstein has been the virtual 
absence of official scrutiny or 
regulation. 

Investors have thus been able to 
benefit from the principality's 
generous tax advantages without 
fear of discovery by their home 
countries' tax authorities. It also • 
provided potential cover for more 
serious financial transgressions. 

But local lawyers who act as 
frontmen for the 20 ,000-30,000 finan- 
cial companies registered here, ex- 
pect no significant downturn in 
business, since the basic liberal 
fabric of company legislation 
drawn up In the 1920s remains in- ' 
tact 

Yet the reform provoked con- 
troversy on Its way . into the law 
books, with Parliament resisting an 
attempt by the government to 
water it down. 

Those seeking to blunt it claimed 
there were no legal grounds for of- 
ficial control oven- what in many 
cases amounted to a private con- 
tract between a foreign client and a ■ 
trustee administering/ his funds. 
Others felt the companies would be - 
hard put to. find enough qualified^ 
auditors in a state with a tight “ 


labour market, and that the ad- 
ditional costs would send customers 
away to other, cheaper tax havens. 

Already in the mid-seventies 
West German fiscal authorities rul- 
ed that earnlhga made by. Germans 
in Liechtenstein should be subject 
to German tax rather than the 
much lower Liechtenstein rates. An 
Italian court made a similar ruling, 
in 1975, though tUs was later 
reversed on appeal. 

The crunch came In 1977, when 
two Swiss banks, Credit Suisse and 
Weisscredit, suffered big losses 
through illicit dealings made 
through Liechtenstein-based com- 
panies. 

Liechtenstein is particularly 
vulnerable to. pressure from 
Switzerland, since it uses Swiss 
currency and is linked by a customs 
union. When the banking scandals 
broke in 1977, the Swiss leaned hard 
on the Liechtensteiners to set their 
house in order. . 

At the end of last year it acceded 
to a Swiss demand that Swiss 
currency regulations should be 
automatically valid in the prin- 
cipality as well. Among other 
things this means the Swiss 
National Bank will he able to send 
its own Inspectors into Liechtens- 
tein to Investigate suspected 
currency offences. 

The tiny capital of Vaduz, a 
decade ago still a fairy-tale relic of 
the Hapsburg empire, is now 
dominated by shiny, new, 
anonymous-looking office blocks. 

Funds which first began to pour 
Into Liechtenstein in the early six- 
ties at the time of the West Goman 
“economic miracle," now come 
from all over the world, including 
oil-exporting and other Third WdrRT 
countries. .

Yitzhak Ben-Dov, general manager 
of Boor Metals, complained yester- 
day while revealing the company's 
profit and-toas statement lor 2979. 

Ben-Doy said that In regard to the 
Negev airfields local firms faced an 
absurd situation. Government com- 
panies such as the -Electric Cor- 
poration, the Forts Authority,, the 
Dead -Sea Works and the Defence 
Ministry fanned -out important 
projects to .foreigners, who then 
engaged the Israelis as sub- 
contractors. 

He pointed out that Koor Metals 
had recently completed building a 
cement factory in West Africa — 
and this showed that foreign coun- 
tries at least put considerable faith 
In the ability of Israelis to carry out 
large projects. 

During 1979 Koor Metals had a 
turnover of IL1.2b., a 100 per cent 
■increase over 1978. Profits rose 
from 0.1 per cent of turnover in 1977 
to 5.2 per cent In 1978 and to 9.9 per 
cent In 1979. ’ 

Exports In 1979 were $io.8m.. 
slightly larger than' the $10.5m. 
figure in 1978, despite the loss of the 
large Iranian market. Exports, 
should reach $i2m. this year, and 
total sales should rise to $3.2b. (tak- 
ing inflation into account). 


U.S. price rises 
seen levelling off 

WASHINGTON (AP). — Consumer 
prices In America rose 0.9 per cent 
in May. the same as in April and far 
less than the rampant pace set dur- 
ing the first three months of 1980, 
the government said yesterday. 

If May's price rise continues for 
an entire year, the annual inflation 
rate would be a compound 10.9 per 
cent, the Labour Department said. 
From January through March, that 
rate exceeded 18 per cent. 

Some economists predict that the 
annual inflation rate could fall to 8 
per cent or less by (he end of the 
year, as interest rates continue to 
fall and the recession co ntinue s.

Americans' take-home pay in May 
Cell 0.9 per cent. In the past year, 
earnings adjusted for inflation have 
dropped 7.7 per cent.

The company has pleaded “not 
guilty" to the charges in two trials. 
A little over eight months ago, dur- 
ing a country-wide power failure, 
pressure In a huge tank filled with 
hydrochloxlne went up beyond con- 
trol and the gas leaked out. At the 
Ein H&mifratz and Kfar Masaryk 
kibbutzim, people complained of 
sudden nausea, strong headaches 
and difficult breathing. 

"This wouldn't have happened 
today," Kosloff claims. "We now 
have a modern, computerized 
emergency scrubbing - Bystem that 
would Immediately shut off 
pressure In the leaking tank and set 
off further safety measures. Un- 
fortunately, when that power 
failure occurred, the system was 
still in the running-in stage." 

Frutarom works basically with 
two gases. The one is ethylene, 
pumped directly from the Haifa 
Refineries through a special 
pipeline. The other is chlorine, ex- 
tracted from Dead Sea brine. 

"Most of these products are 
highly toxic and it is very difficult 
to keep an eye on them throughout 
the various processing stages. 
There was a time when the best we 
could do was to issue all workers 
with gas masks. But things have 
changed. Today, safety at the plant 
has almost reached maximum 
level." 


As for the fish poisoning charges, 
they were "grossly exaggerated," 
Kosloff said. "We use small quan- 
tities of mercury in our electrolysis 
plant. All the waste is gathered, 
transformed into a non-soluble 
material ahd transported to a 
special dump in the desert. Not a 
single drop goes into the sea." 

The explanations come easily 
from Kosloff, a 59-year-old 
chemical engineer who recently 
received the "Outstanding In- 
dustrial Manager" award from the 
Manufacturers Association. A 
University of Chicago graduate 
who never lost his American accent 

— despite being born in Jerusalem 

— Kosloff was the government’s oil 
commissioner when he was “lured 
away" by Frutarom, 21 years ago. 
Many attribute the company’s 
'success to his shrewd management. 

"The company was almost 
bankrupt when I joined it," he 
recalled. Founded in the Haifa 
Bayslde area in 1933 by a group of 
Dutch chemists, Frutarom for 20 
years manufactured fruit and 
flower extracts, perfume com- 
pounds and essential "oils. Later, it 
opened the new, Electrochemical 
Industries branch to produce in- 
dustrial chemicals. The branch 
started with insecticides which, ac- 
cording to Kosloff, was a most un- 
fortunate decision. 

"It flopped. It may sound prosaic, 
but insecticides, like women's hats,

(Hi, with a turnover of IL6.4m.. 
rose by 2.5 per cent, to 578. 


The greatest rises were among 
industrials, with Rim and Elco 
EL2.5 shares going up by 10 per cent 
each, the former to stand at 270 and 
the latter at 467. Total turnover of 
industrials was IL36.8m., and this 
sector has proven again that It can ' 
be attractive.

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Privacy and the press 

PRIVACY Is arguably a basic human right, even though it has 
not yet won as universal a recognition as most such rights. It is 
wholly proper therefore that it should be enacted into law by the 
Knesset. 

The main question is whether the bill presented Monday for a 
first reading (with some oral promises of revision) , is the docu- 
ment that should rightly be passed by parliament, into the coun- 
try's legal code. 

Contrary to a still widespread impression, the present bill is 
pretty old hat. It was conceived by Haim Zadok, the then Justice 
minister, back in 1974, and drafted by a committee headed by 
Supreme Court Justice Yitzhak Kahan. In 1976 it was submitted 
to Mr. Zadok, who chose to spike it. It caused not a ripple. 

Recently it has been revived by the new justice minister, 
Shmuel Taralr, who tabled it early last month. This time it oc 
casioned an avalanche of criticism, mainly from the press. Tak- 
ing strong umbrage, Mr. Tamir rightly pointed out that the 
newspaper editors’ committee had taken no interest in the bill 
since its inception, six years ago, and that it had no right to treat 
it as though it were a bolt from the blue. 

Arguing the case for the privacy bill, Mr. Tamir at the same 
time described it as “positive, balanced, fair, and important.” 
We are inclined to the opinion that this is a bit of overstatement. 

The bill does represent a positive step in its overall intent: to 
bar, through the invocation of both tort and criminal sanctions, 
the unwarranted invasion of the privacy of all persons, whether 
private or public. After all, a public servant, too, is entitled to 
some protection from the prying eye of his, or her, strictly 
private affairs. 

Whether the bill is also well balanced is another matter. Mr. 
Tamir ’a consent to revise the draft at some points, as called for 
by the editors, suggests that the original version, at least, was 
somewhat unbalanced. 

Thus the justice minister agreed that it would be a good 
defence to a charge of invasion of privacy that it had been com- 
mitted in the public interest, and justified by the circumstances 
of the case — but without the earlier proviso of “good faith.” 

He also agreed that the reading (but not the copying or 
publishing) of a letter without the permission of the sender or 
the recipient would not be considered an invasion of privacy. 

On the other band, it is still for the defendant to prove that the 
letter in question was touched with a public interest, and not for 
the prosecutor to show that it was a strictly private document. 
Since the defendant is most likely to be a reporter or his editor, 
it is easy to foresee the impact this tilting of the burden of proof 
could have on the press. 

Whatever this is, It Is not fair. Mr. Tamir might retort that it is 
inevitable, for the press is a major invader of privacy. Perhaps, 
but this does not account for the virtual exemption from the 
bill’s ambit of all other offenders — the state security agencies, 
Knesset Members, private detectives. 

Mr. Tamir’s privacy bill thus shapes up, in large measure, as 
an anti-press law — although it may well be (the justice 
minister has not strained himself to scotch the rumour) that his 
true target is mainly “Haolam Haze,” run by a one-time 
associate and later a bitter political enemy, MK Uri Avnery. 
Whether “Haolam Haze,” a left-wing weekly that is also a 
peddler In smut, deserves.it, is moot. That the country’s press 
as a whole does not, is beyond question. 

The bill has already been portrayed as an instrument of 
creeping totalitarianism. This, too, 1s a wild exaggeration. 
There are far graver threats to the freedom of the press long 
already on the books, and they have yet to destroy the “fourth 
estate.” What can be stated with certainty is. that, as drafted, 
the bill will not appreciably advance the cause of human rights. 

More needed than budget cuts 

YESTERDAY’S economic cabinet meeting — attended by 
Deputy Minister Arldor as Premier Begin’s observer — ended 
with & minor vindication for Finance Minister Hurvitz. Included 
in the IS540ra. budget cut were another IS200m. that are to come 
off the defence budget. 

It still remains to be seen whether next Sunday’s cabinet 
meeting will not reverse that particular recommendation. 

However, it Is already becoming more difficult by the day to 
take the six-week-long and acrimonious budget debate serious- 
ly. Perhaps the best indication of how the government itself 
deals with the matter is provided by the fact that yesterday’s 
cuts included the recall of some 100 emissaries from their posts 
abroad. 

Perhaps they, and even more of their kind, should be recalled. 
But the point is that they coat foreign currency, whereas the 
budget debate is about reducing outlay in domestic currency. 
Thus, unless these officials are fired, they will be paid salaries 
here, in shekels, Instead of there, In foreign exchange. Domestic 
outlays, instead of coming down, will go up. 

The issue Is minor, but symptomatic. It shows that it is 
appearances that matter more than substance. The real issue is 
to chalk up another entry on Mattityahu Shmuelevitz’s list of 
achievements — and to help the government survive. 

Few will dispute that it is now imperative to reduce public ex- 
penditure. Therefore, whatever Mr. Hurvitz achieves to that 
purpose is for the good, and his valiant fight is right, as far as it 
goes. 

The trouble is that it does not go far enough. Mr. Hurvitz is 
completely absorbed in a struggle over stop-gap measures. He 
has no economic plan, and it Is doubtful whether he realizes at 
all the mistakes that brought the economy to its present pass. 

The finance minister is still against higher taxes, on the 
grounds that they will have a lesser quantitative effect on infla- 
tion than expenditure cuts, and will merely be passed on to 
higher prices. 

This is right — and also wrong. The budget cuts will slow down 
inflation but only In a year or so. What they mean, in plain 
language, is laying off workers, in the public sector and outside, 
and that cannot be done overnight. 

What the economy now needs is short-term remedies, based 
on a long-term plan, and a correction of past mistakes. None of 
these is in sight. 

One of the gravest and most systematic of recent mistakes is 
the massive tax giveaway the government has offered almost 
exclusively to the affluent and propertied. It has also brought 
back subsidies to capital, through cite an credit in un- 
precedented amounts, and in indiscrim^te, economically 
irrational and socially unjust forms. 

Mr. Hurvitz might argue, as he did with respect to the 
settlements beyond the “green line,” that this is wbat the Likud 
was elected for. But perhaps some of the ministers may yet 
realize, in next Sunday’s cabinet meeting, that what is needed is 
expenditure cuts plus higher taxes on the upper income 
brackets. The latter, at least, will have an immediate effect. 


POSTSCRIPTS 

A FRIEND reports receiving a 
letter which took six days to travel 
from London to Jerusalem, a 
“reasonable amount of time,” in 
his opinion. Nonetheless, he points 
out that the Postmaster General of 
London had stamped on the 
envelope: “The Postmaster is very 
sorrv- that this packet has been ac- 
cidentally delayed In the post.” 

Our friend, suggests that perhaps 
this should serve as an example of 
politeness and efficiency to our own 
postal service, especially since a 


letter to our friend from the Educa- 
tion Ministry recently took eight 
days to get across town — and an 
express letter which he just sent 
from Jerusalem to Haifa took four 
days.

YITZHAK BAILEY laments the plight of the Beduin 
shef herd families whose continued existence in the 
central Negev, he says, is being threatened. 

JUSTICE FOR THE 
NEGEV BEDUIN 


A SWORD Is hanging over the 
heads of about a hundred Beduin 
shepherd families who live in the 
central Negev, between Yerobam 
and Mltzpe Ramon. On June 18, 
many received written warnings 
that if they did not sell their flocks 
of black goats within two weeks, 
they would be confiscated by the 
Agriculture Ministry's Green 
Patrol. 

The legal basis cited for the war- 
nings is the long-dormant Black 
Goat Law of 1950, which prohibits 
the grazing of black goats “outside 
one's own holdings.” But the Be- 
duin of the central Negev have only 
minuscule holdings, which are used 
for growing the winter wheat that is 
needed for their bread. 

Since biblical times they have 
used the natural pasture of the 
broader desert for raising their 
flocks. Now, their ancient way of 
life, which evolved from the 
economic pursuit of goat herding, is 
threatened with immediate extinc- 
tion by the ministry’s order. 

Israel's leading desert ecologists 
have attacked the Black Goat Law, 
and the concept of the “ruinous 
black goat” on which It is based, aa 
outdated. In a letter to The 
Jerusalem Post (August 15, 1978), 
professors Michael Evenarl and 
Imanue! Noi-Meir, of the Hebrew 
University, and Professor Ze'ev 
Naveh, of the Technlon, raised the 
following points In the black goat's 
defence: 

• A goat browsing on a shrub does 
not kill it. but prunes It back. The 
shrubs can still grow, thrive and 
multiply even In the continuous 
presence of goats in the area; 

• Goat-browsing prevents shrubs 
and trees from overgrowing the en- 
tire area and choking out most of 
the herbaceous plants, including 
valuable pasture grasses and 
beautiful wildflowers (as well as 
those wildlife and bird species 
which need open clearings and her- 
baceous vegetation.) Thus the 
black goat plays a role in main- 
taining the balance and diversity of 
nature; 

. • The black goat is well adapted to 
surviving and producing in hilly or 
arid country with shrubby vegeta- 
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tioru It produces mflfc- and meat 
mainly by browsing woody and 
spiny plants which have no other 
economic use. Meat and milk 
produced by black goads on the land 
cost our economy less in imported 
feed and foreign currency than any 
other .animal protein we can 
produce- or import. 

While arguing the ecological and 
economic advantages of the black 
goat, the three ecologists 
nevertheless cautioned against the 
danger of “overgrazing." When the 
goat population of a given area 
becomes too denqe, each individual 
shrub is browsed too frequently. 
Yet, they concluded, “the problem 
is not how to get rid of the black 
goat, but how to keep It Ig sufficient 
control to prevent overgrazing.” 

IN KEEPING with these con- 
siderations, the then adviser to the 
prime minister on Arab affairs, 
Moshe Sharon, issued proposals 
(Prime Minister’s Office, Doc. 
66.0/4; 4-9-1978) for controlled 
livestock raising in the Negev. The 
proposals provided for the licensing 
of 1.000 families to raise 80 goats 
each (excluding iambs and kids). 
The Beduin would he allotted 
pasture and supplied with water, 
for which they would pay. Wardens 
of the Green Patrol would be 
responsible for supervising the 
arrangements. 

Sharon’s proposals were never 
implemented by the Agriculture 
Ministry. Nevertheless, they 
recognized “that the pursuit of a 
traditional way of life based on 
livestock raising Is still important 
to many Beduin.” 

It is important, in particular, to 
those Beduin who serve as trackers 
with the IDF, Beduin whose lifelong 
experience in the field prepares 
them for this specialized task. 
There Is hardly a Beduin family in 
the central Negev whose men have 
not served the IDF, and many are 
still in uniform. Their only demand 
of the State of Israel over the past 
30 years has been the freedom to 
pursue their traditional way of life. 

Over the last three years, 
however, this singular desire has 
been increasingly frustrated. First,

Dry Bones 
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a large part of the .central Negev 
(1,500. sq. km.) was declared a 
nature reserve, from which the Be- 
duin were duly expelled by the 
Green Patrol. Then, following the 
peace treaty with Egypt, extensive 
IDF braining grounds, largely unus- 
ed since 1967, were earmarked for 
future use as part of the pull-back 
from' Sinai. Of what was left. Kib- 
butz Sde Boker decided to raise, a 
flock of 200 sheep and appropriated 
thousands of dunams that had 
provided vital winter pasture for 
■ the Beduin flocks, fencing them out 
with kilometres of wire. 

Finally, finding corners of the 
desert that were neither nature 
reserve, training grounds or newly 
appropriated lands for Sde Boker, 
the hundred shepherd families of 
the central Negev were accosted by 
the Green Patrol, now acting on 
behalf of the Israel Lands Ad- 
ministration, telling them that as 
they were on government land, they 
would have to quit the area 
altogether. 

Appealing to the courts, the Be- 
duin received injunctions 
prohibiting the Green Patrol from 
expelling them until their claims 
have been clarified. Respite was 
short, however, for immediately 
thereafter, their flocks were 
threatened by the Black Goat Law. 

THE BEDUIN of the central Negev 
do not claim possession over exten- 
sive tracts of land. Their claims are 
mostly to tiny plots which their 
forefathers cultivated in remote 
wadis. They do. however, view the 
central Negev as their home. In the 
broader sense. 

In the past, it was their tribal do- 
main, and they had access to All its 
pastures and water sources. Ample 
evidence of their presence In the 
area was provided by 19th-century 
scholars. In 1888, the American 
Edward Robinson visited them 
(“the Azazmah”) in the central 
Negev "between Wadi Araba and 
the Tiyaha of Sinai." In 1869, 
Professor E.H. Palmer, of 
England, found them at Ein Akev 
and in Nahal Tzin; and the Czech 
explorer Alois Musil encountered 
them on the Matrad plateau and 


SURVIVE FIRSTS

Sir. — I refer to the article, “Not 
enough science students to meet the 
need," by your reporter Ya’acov 
Anion (June 18). 

The fact that there is a tendency 
among high school students to 
prefer humanistic disciplines over 
exact sciences is to a great extent 
due to their inclination to choose the 
easier way out. Obviously, ft is 
easier to study history than 
physics. The best way to counter 
this tendency is to make advanced 
education In humanities much 
more expensive than in sciences. 
Given the limited funds available, 
Israel cannot afford the luxury of 
financing all kinds of esoteric 
studies. Since the tuition fees cover 
only a minute percentage of the 
educational budget, why should the 
state finance somebody’s interest 
In the teachings of Confucius or the 
history of sculpture during the 
Renaissance period? With all due 
respect to the cultural value of such 
studies, we ought to establish a 
scale of preferences and adjust the 
tuition fees accordingly. Thus, for 
example, a student of philosophy 
should pay, say, 10 tiroes more than 
a student of engineering. We have 
to survive .first, philosophize later. 

Such an arrangement would not 
only increase the enrolment in the 
Technion, but also increase 
available funds to finance it by 
lowering the burden of financing 
humanities.

The approximately 100 families 
of the central Negev are not asking 
for possession of, or even access to, 
their entire ancestral area; nor do 
they challenge the security needs of 
the state. All they ask is to stay in 
an area with which they are 
familiar, and which 1s holy to them 
as it contains forefathers' graves, 
where they offer sacrifices and ask 
for divine intercession. 

’ Apparently, however, the 
Agriculture Ministry and its three 
organa — the Nature Reserves . 
Authority, the Lands Administra- 
tion, and. the Green Patrol — are 
determined to get them out of the 
central Negev and into one of the 
planned Beduin townships near 
Beersheba. 

In 1977, I proposed that 40 
families (only I) be Integrated, as 
nomads, into the central Negev 
nature reserve (1.500 sq. km.), with 
limited flocks and provisions for 
their control. The proposal was re- 
jected out of hand with an arbitrary 
“Nomads and nature reserves do
